When the project is com- 
plete the water wlU be by-passed 
north of the "over- grown coulee" 
Khich has come to bo dignified by 
the Utio ol lake. 

No definite time schedule has 
been net. according to Don Stafford, 
president of the company. It likely 
will be a year and one-holf before 
the urea Is dry and the by-pass 
constructed. 

It's ■ Job that should have been 
done 40 yenn Bgo," he sayj. "TTien, 
however, It would have been a major 
undertaking." 

With modem mochlncry the Job 
win cost between lao.OOO and »30.000, 
he rsUmntcK. The cost will be 
somewhat counter -balanced by tlie 
reduction In "water evaporation."

The dally average amount of water 
flowing hito the city Is 3,100.000 gal- 
lons, on Increase of 300.000 dally 
gallons over IMO according to Pll- 
genim. During the lummer months 
the dally now betters 7,000.000 gal- 

Despite the huge dolly usage In 
Twin Palls, the move reportedly will 
In no way effect the dty^ reserve 
for domestic use, street cleaning 
fire fighting purposes. 

As a precaution, however, the 
canal company probably will build 
headeaUs so that water might be 

■directed Into the "lake" should 
emergency arise. 

If needed for a storage basin, or 
If refllllnff of the areo with water 
is needed for any reason; the lake 
could be recreated In from la to 
18 houni according to Stolford.

In eflect prior to that 
dote, tlx the amount ot sugar pro- 
ducers may market without penalty 
under agriculture department pro- 
gmnis. 

A White House statement said the 
wartime suspension of the quota, 
system was t>elng ended because 
sugar supplies In the areas whlt:h 
normally supply the United States 
market are expected to be more than 
ample to meet requirements In IMS. 

"It now appears that sugtir quotas 
aeain will be required to" Uururo 
orderly motketing of sugar," It was 
added.

Taking the floor to announce that ho will vote for the emergency European relief meas- 
ure, the Ohio senator said, however, that Americans cannot -continue much longer the rata 
of assistance they are giving Europe. Taft spoke after the senate had approved an amend- 
ment by Senator Taylor, D., Ida., to the $507,000,000 emer- 
gency assistanco bill to ban France, Italy and Austria from 
using any aid received to purchase arms. 

The action was taken by voice vote after Chairman Van- 
denberg, R., Mich., of tho senate foreign relations committee 
commented that nothing In tho bill "remotely contemplates" 
arms purchases of any kind, 

Taft, an announced presidential candidate, said ha has 
'full sympathy" with objectives of the measure to ward off :

A beneficiary of a OI policy, as 
In meat other life Insurance policies 
sold by private companies, can elect 
to receive the money In several dif- 
ferent ways. 

Ono of the standard options Is to 
get regular monthly payments guor- 
jinlcMl /or 10 years and payment* 
thereafter at the same monthly rate 
for as long as the beneficiary lives. 
This choice Is limited to persons over 
30 years of age. 

It advantage Is that It Is a lite 
annuity, and either a secondary 
beneficiary or tlie heir to the first 
benetldary get the remaining poj'- 
mcnta If the first beneficiary dies 
within the 10 years of guaranteed 
payments. Tlllle Zaiove elected this 
method at settlement from the gov- 
ernment. 

tn the past only one method of 
computing the amotmt of monthly 
payments has been accepted 
standard for this optlotu 

From standard mortality tables It 
Is estimated how long the benefici- 
ary Is likely to live. 

Generally, the amount of the 
policy Is divided by this figure. The 
theory Is that the face of the policy 
should be paid by the time ot death. 

But Tlllle Zns>ve's attorney told

Burance. They further argued that 
thla method ot payment was not 
the Latent ot congress In passing the 
GI Insurance law. 

In spite of these pleas. Judge 
Ulnton and another Judge upheld 
the Zasove claim, with the third 
Judging dissenting. 

It this decision stands up In the 
Supremo Court, and all veterans who 
had let their OI Insurance lapse Im- 
mediately reinstate It, the totpl of 
the face value ot VA Insurance In 
force would soar to more than tlOO,- 
000,000.000. And each policy eventu- 
ally would pay oft up to double or 
triple of face value. 

There Is nothing that congress 
could do if this decision Is upheld. 
OI policies are a contract and 'each 
one has the 10-year guarantee op-

It will then record Its findings Instantane- 
ously, 

This simply continues and Intensifies an 
*l»rmtng trend which has disturbed us lor 
some time. We relor to the silent, secret In- 
vasion, not only of Che sanctity of the home, 
but of the privacy of one's own thoughts. 

Already we have the public opinion poll. 
Wt have the tapped and recorded telephone 
conversation. We . have the sidewallc Inter- 
viewer and his Insidious cousin, the radio 
eavesdropper Who records your conversation 
without your knowing It and broadcasts It 
Sac all the land to hear. 

Our comprehension of electronics Is on a 
pap with our knowledge of hieroglyphics. But 
we suspect that science has only scratched 
the surface of its possIblUUes. If engineers 
can soon shoot a beam Into space and dis- 
cover what a radio is playing, who can say 
that other details of private Ufe will not be- 
come public property? The probing, Invisible 
finger of the survey may become a constant, 
unwanted guest In every house. 

One Tllstressing aspect of the present rash 
of funreys is that it Is removing the element 
of surprise from many individual and na- 
tional activities. Time was, and not so long 
ago, when the outcome of a presidential 
election wasn't known until the votes were 
counted. Now the result of such a contest Is 
about as doubtful as whether Assault could 
outrun a dray horse. 

It's atUl possible to argue about who is 
the Sunniest comedian on the radio, but you 
can't argue about who is the most popular. 
The polls have already told you, Just as they 
hava cataloged so much of our thinking on 
lerlouf.or trivial subject*. It's au v«yDPo- 
gresslve and instructive, but it's making life 
a series of anticlimaxes. 

Now there may be added to this mass-pro- 
dnctlon curiosity an element of occult science. 
For If, come the first crocus, broadcasters are 
going to be able to tell what programs the 
surrounding territory la listening to, can we 
rule out the possibility that, in a few more 
years, they may be findhig out what conver- 
sations are being listened to by several thou- 
sand neighbors? , 
The electronics sorcerers might even even- 
tually devise an instrument for translating 
brain waves. The old InrttaUon, "A penny 
lor your thoughts," would disappear from the 
language, ror somebody would surely come 
out with a lapel-model mind prober and, 
once the hiitlal cost was amortized, we should 
all be scanning each other's thoughts for free. 

The picture of a. shaken, demoralized, 
aantally naked people, that this possibility 
calU up. is too frightening to contemplate 
any longer. We Just hope the electronics 
boys will think twice before they start some- 
thing they can't f Uilsh.

Not ahtldpattng It. department ol 
agrlcuItUTB ofllclala hnd^ made a larger alloUnent of 
acreage for the current year, and the ylelda have been 
high, ifndon also cancelled outright about USMO.KO 
of unfilled orders. In Uic 10<fl-:oi7 period forelBn 
sales nmounted to about one-tenth of our claarclte 
manufacture. 

As a mult, Washington has had to "ao Into u'le 
tobacco business tn a big way." as Charlea E. aoue 
agrlculture-s tobacco director, admits. Commodity 
credit now holds or has loaned on approximately 
330,000,000 pounds of various klndsv with a dollar 
value of »11B.B73,B«. 

TOBACCO-Allhough tobacco Is grown In 31 lUtes 
the five lending producers, In order, are North Caro- 
lina, Kentucky, Vlrslnla. South Carolina and Tonnes- 
we. It U also gro™ extensively In Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Maryland, Ohio and ConnecUcut. 

The flItuaUon hwi a pollUcal aspect, espcdslly (or 
the Republicans. Bhould the loss of ovDrseaa markeU 
cause hardships, tho OOP may have a better chance 
of Upplng over doubtful sUtes In the major tobacco 
belt and In other affccUd areas. They arc especially 
InteresUd In the border states of Kentucky and 
Tennessee, which have 35 electoral votes 

Althouah they seem to repose In tho Truman column 
now, their Importance tn a close race constltulea a 
major headsche around the White House. And the 
OOP has lost no time In trying to capllallie on the 
tobacco squeese. 

. TAXES— This politico-economic tobacco problem 
haa aroused special Interest In a novel plan for 
broadening the cohsumers* market which Independent 
manufacturera of "economy cigarettes" have sub- 
mitted to the house ways and means committee and 
to Sen. naiph E. Flanders* apcclal group during Its 
InvcstlgaUon of hlnh prices in the United States. 

The IndependenLi. propose a revision of the exclM 
taxes on about ten low-price brands which they Intro- 
duced during the depression. Although these "clgs" 
sold well In the hard times yeara, their sale has (alien 
from n.* per cent In lfl3D to oa^ one per cent 
last year. 

What they sugRest Is that tho federal tax on their 
product be reducyUo (1.70 a thousand (three-and-a- 
half cents on a pact of 30). Tho current rate on their 
commodity, as well aa on live higher-priced brands. Is 
»3JM (seven cents a pack.) The latter now supply 
83 per cent o( the domestic market. 

SCnEME— The scheme has been endorsed by tobacco 
officials in agriculture, by the National OranRe nnd by 
Ute federal trade commission. Besides breaking up 
tho alleged "tobacco monopoly." proponents contend 
that a lower tax on tho cheaper cigarettes will enlarge 
tho sales field, thereby produdnff greater price com- 
peUtlon for the growen' now restricted market. 

According to tho Independents' claim before ways 
and means and Glanders committee, which held hear- 
ings on the subject at Richmond. Va.. the proposed 
-itloim will not hurt tho trade of the "big five." They 
maintain that people, of high income will continue 
to buy the more expensive product, but the cut 
retail cost will ntlmulata smoking among lower-paid 
groups, who now. roll their own. go wlUioiit or 
their enjoyment from pipe and chewing tobncco, 
which the federal tax Is only IB cents a pound. 

Besides filling the market vacuum and compeiyuiUng 
for the loss of exports, the Independents argue that 
the proposed reduction will mean an annual revenue 
Increase of $100,000,000 to the treasury. 

BIU,— Although Rep. Roy O. Woodruff of Michigan, 
lecond ranking Republican on ways and means, has 
not smoked (or years, he haa- Introduced a bill for 
lower taxes on the cheaper brands. Senator Flanders 
seemed (nvorably Imprcued nt the Richmond hearing. 

Harold Knutson. ways and means chairman, prefers 
heavy black cigars, but he has given aerlous considera- 
tion to the proposal, although he haa made no com- 
mitments. Former Ways and Means Chairman Robert 
L. Doughton of Carolina, Is expected to oppose the 
measure. 

But the Republicans, with their eyes on the border 
sUUs' electoral vote, aa well a.i on other slates hurt 
by the loss of foreign markets, may try to put tlie 
plan acrooK

He 
blames the National Association of 
Manufacturers (or the abandonment 
of these controls and for the decline 
of the living of his teamsters and 
tho gradual sacrifice of their war 
bonds and other savings. 

When any of these men (oils sick 
or Is laid off, Mr. Frobe says, his 
pay stops. 

However, his own pay continues 
and that of all the royal and noble 
cIb.13 o( union basses. Including the 
two princes ot the royal house o( 
Tobln. Pred and Pronk. who get 
■10,000 a year, (or sedentary patron- 
age Jobs but never were teamsters. 
All tho B30,000 subjects In the union 



contribute to a pollUcal potfc>barreI, 
or patronage expense within tb> 
imlon. Moit of these patronage. 
Jobs pay at least.llOO a wmIc. Vmos 
pay 1300. The averate ol the Cin- 
cinnati driven seems to be a little 
over 140 a week. The pay ol team- 
sters elsewhere Is not muob better 
oo these tesmsters psy- more for 
executive salaries, expenses and 
grandeur and get less return for 
their due* and assessments tbu 
other union group outside Re 
mitigated imdcrworld rackets of the 
'AFL which ore tranklr reecgnlied 
as such. , 

Here we have the coatnut of men 
who get ai cents an hour for push- 
ing boxcars through tralflo and over 
hills In Icy weather, prarldlng Dan 
Tobln two a week In salary plus 
unlimited expenses, flunkeys and 
servants and their expenses, and a 
royal winter palace In Miami Beach. 
Tho wlvea of these teamsters and 
helpers everywhere sbould clip this 
and study the union ooniUtutlon 
and the schedule of salaries and 
perquisites and ask themselves 
whether these vain, luxurious rulers 
deliver enough In benefits when 
they have to send their children to 
school underfed and tmderclad. 

Frobe certainly Is right when he 
says that 81 cents or oven ti. 
hour Is not enough to support a 
family. Around New York suburban 
people pay It an hour to chore-boys. 
The United Auto Workera o( the 
OIO got (SO a ynA for llsUeu, 
llhterste sweepers In war plants. 
Not only that, but It ts disgraceful 
that a boss unloneer, and Frobe ta 
one of tho fat ones, dressed In style 
and with the whole appearance ot 
the well-fed dubman, should be 
given space In the royal circular to 
flaunt the tatters and the hunger of 
his subjects and whine that the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
OS responsible.

Walker. A switchboard links the 
clinic's 00 telephones In all ports of 
the clinic, and there Is even a tele- 
phone In the shower room located 
adjacent to the combination rending, 
lounge, meeting and snack room for 
the doctoni at the ircar of tho 
structure. A public address system 
makes It possible to reach medical 
personnel at any point In the build- 
ing, including the corridors. 

The laboratory for detailed an- 
aiyses includes a specially shielded 
and grounded eloctro-cordlograph 
room.

SINGAPORE, Nov, 39 (<P)— News- 
men who recently visited Indo- 
china saw large numbers of former 
nads tlRhthig for the French against 
the Vlet-Nomese nationalists there. 
The Germans included former mem- 
bers ot Field Marshal Enrtn Rom- 
mel s Afrlka Korps. 

I relumed a week ago from Indo- 
Chlnn, While I was there 1 saw 
and spoke with many of them. Tliey 
frequcnUy were wearing American 
made uniforms and carrying Ameri- 
can-made guns. 

The Russian communist ne^-s- 
paper Pravda of Moscow said In a 
dispatch from Berlin yesterday tliat 
French occupation auUiorlUca In 
wcatem Qermany were recruiting 
former nazi officers and soldiers 
for a colonial force to "suppress 
democroUc VIet-Nam" and tliot 
more than 50.000 such were In tlic 
French foreign legion. 

One neutral Informant In Hanoi 
estUnated that 60 per cent of the 
foreign legion In Indo-China con- 
sisted of former Oeiman soldiers 
recruited in prisoner-of-war camps 
or In tlie French zone of Oermony. 
Others set the figure at 00 per cent 
and certainly more than half.

Decline Comment

Treaty Price 

LONDON. Nov. 31 W)-In dip- 
lomatic terms, the foreign mlnlslcra 
of the western povers have asked 
the Soviet union what her prk:e Is 
lor getting out of Austria and 
agreeing to sign an Austrian peace 
treaty. 

This propoeal was put before the 
Russians at th« tour-power foreign 
minlilers confer«nc« In a French 
compromise for ending the long 
stalemate over what la and what la 
not a -Oerman asset" In Austria. 
The Soviet deputy for Austria' asked 
time Co study the proposal. 
Two Folata 

The French compromise, covering 
SXWO words, bolls down to two polnta. 
It provides for Soviet capital re- 
paratlotu In oU and Danube ship- 
ping and asks Russia and the other 
allies to specify the amounts In 
money which would cover their 
other claims. Then orir a period ot 
from eight to 10 yean, Austria would 
try to settle those claims from cur- 
rent production. 

Soviet reparations In oil would 
come from the long disputed Zlster- 
dorf oil fields northeast of Vienna In 
the Russian Eone whk:h now are 
being operated by the Russians. Last 
year Austria sought to nationalize 
the oil fields, but met with a Soviet 
veto. 

Terms Proposed 

The French now propose that 
the Russians rccelre full possonlon 
ot the oil plant and drilling equip- 
ment which belonged to Germany 
at the end ot the war, plus an oil 
concession for a certain period 
guarnntecd against Austrian 
tlonallxatlon. 

Since the otlier allies agreed 
months ago what factories were 
and what were not Oerman assets, 
the French proposal Is aimed at the 
Russians. 

According to the big three agree- 
ments, Austria was to be treated v. 
a "liberated" country and noi sub- 
ject to reparations. After the oc' 
cupatlon, however, Soviet author 
lUes seized large assets In their loni. 
on Uie ground they were owned by 
the Oermans.

WASKIHaTON, Nov. 30 VP> ~ A 
former Estonian officer who haa 
fought with and agahut the Rua- 
dan army says its "Invincibility" u 
"one of the greatest legends of our 
time." 

An article by Arnold Ptirrq in 
the Rciiervo Officer, a monthly 
magaitne, sold the Soviet flshtlng 
force is "poorly armed, poorly 
equipped, poorly trained and baa 
low morale." 

But Purrs added that Soviet lead- 
ers "are making every, effort to 
catch up wlUi and to outdlstanco tho 
democracies." 

The magoElne said the Estonian 
was "absorber" Into the red army 
when hlfl country was occupied In 
1040. but escaped In 1D41 and en- 
gased In guerrilla warfare against 
the Rwuilons. 

He now lives In Sucdcn, and the 
Reserve Officer described him as 
one of that country's best Informed 
cxiicrta on the Soviet army. 

Said Purre: 

-Tlie Soviet union will profess 
peace intentions only as long as ehc 
docs .not feel strong enough to at- 
tack. The moment, however, that 
she feels sure of victory, sho will 
strike. Her military power Increases, 
surely and Inevitably, with every 
year tliat passes. 

He said the German forces de- 
feated by Russia were, after I0t3, 
half-storved, half-frorcn, poorly 
equipped and low In morale. 

So many Russian soldiers ctcscrted 
during the war. he added, that npcc- 
lal units of trusted communlsta 
often were stationed behind the 
front lines to shoot anyone who 
laid down his gun.
